The News. 


‘Tho Peace Conference at Washington yesterday 
adopted the modified Guthrie plan of adjustment, 
fg published in another part’ of to-day’s paper. 
‘The vote stood nino to eight, New York, Kansas, 
Indiaoa and Missouri not voting. The Conferenco 
ordered that engrossed copies of the adjustment 
ho sent to both houses of Congress, and 
then adjourned sine die. The Senate op- 
pointed Messre. Crittenden, Bigler, Seward, 
Thomson and Trumbull a special committee 
on tho Peaco Conference adjustment, with instruc- 
tions to report at one olclock to-day. Tho com- 
mitice were’ engaged on the subject last night, 
and will, it is supposed, report a bill by which 
the plan will be submitted to the people, there 
being no prospect ef its obtaining a two-thirds 
voto incilher house @ Congress. The action of 
the Peace Congress, smi the proceedings of the 
House on tho report of the Crisia Committee, to- 
gether ith unmistakeable indications of the con- 
servatlim of the incoming administration, havo 
created a general feeling of satisfaction. 

‘The proceedings of Congress yesterday ore un- 
usually importiot, In the Senate « number of pe- 
Uitlons relative io tho crisis were presonted, and 
ueyoral-private bills were passed. A-motion to 
postpone tho consideration of the Army bill and 
take up tho Crittenden sijustment was rejected 
by a yoto of 16 to27. Tho Tarif’ and Patent bills 
wore both passed. Tho Army Appropriation bill 
wasthen discussed ond passed, Tho ndjustmont 
adopted by the Peaco Congress was read, and, on 
totion of Mr. Crittenden, was ordered to Be priat- 
ed, and referred to @ select committee, with 
instructions (o report at one o'clock to-day. 
‘The vole with regard to instructing the committee 
stood 26 to 21, Tho Senate then went into execu- 
tive session, aud ordered tho correspondence be- 
tween the governments of Great Britain and the 
Urfitod States, relative to tho fugitive slave Ander- 
son, tobeprinted. This subject will be one among 
many important questions respecting our relations 
to forcign countries which will be turned over to 
the new administration for settlement. 

In the House yestorday the report of the Solect 
Committee of Thirty-three on tho Crisia was taken 
up, and the yoting commenced on the various pro- 
Positions submitted. 

‘The question was first taken on Mr, Burch’s 
substitute, being s joint resolution recommending 
‘the calling of a Convention of all the States to 
uvite upon a plan of adjustment. This wos re- 
Jected by a vote of 74 yeas against 100 noys. 

Mr. Kilgore, of Indiana, here moved to lay the 
whole subject on the table, This motion was no- 
gatived—1 yeas against 175 nays. 

‘The question Was then taken on the proposition 
of Mr. Kellogg, of Dlinols, to amond the consti- 
tution by reviving the Missouri Compromise line, 
prohibiting the interference of tho federal govern- 
ment with slayery in the slave States, securing 
the return to their owners of fugitive slaves, and 
against the reopening of tho African slavetrade, 
‘This wes rejected—93 yeas ayatnst 158 nays. 

Mr, Crittenden’s plan of adjustment, proposed 
by Mr, Clemens, was then rejected—0 yeas 
agaiust 118 nays. 

The question on the adoption of the report of 
the Committee of Thirty-three then came up. 
Mr. Sherman moyed to lay iton che table. This 
wos Voted down—66 against 124. The declaratory. 
Feaolutlons of the committee were thon adopted, 
Dy a vote of 138 yens againstt63 nays, 

‘The joint reaolution recommended by the com- 
mittee, providing for an amendment to tho conati- 
tution, so a8 to prevent any amendment of that 
instrument except eaid amendment originate with 
a slave Btate, and requiring the assent of all the 
States to make it valid, then came up. Mr. Cor- 
win moved as 6 substitute that no amendment shall 
‘bo made to the constitution which will authorize 
‘or give Congress power to obolish or interfere 
within any State with tho domestic fustitutions 
thereof, incloding that of persons held to Jabor 
or servitude by the laws of sald State. This joint 
resolution, a8 amended, was rejected—120 yeas 
against 71 nays—it not receiving tho noceasary 
two-thirds yote. A motion was made to recon 
Rider this vote, pending which, amld much confu- 
flon and excitement, the House adjourned, 

‘The Legislature at Albany yesterday transacted 
cousiderable business of a varicd character; but 
nothing of particular importance received Goal 
Action, In the Senate, among tho bills introduced

First Lieutenant Jacob Read, of the United 
States Marine corps, now stationed at the Brook- 
lyn Marine Barracks, resigned Lis commission on 
tho 26th inst,, ani accepted a captain's commis- 
sion in the Georgian army. Licutenant Read waa 
born in Georgia, and received his appointment 
from that Stato, which dates March 3, 1817. He 
has perhaps seen moro sca service for the time 
that he has been in the navy than any other officer, 
haying been nine years ot sea, He leaves imme.

‘The Naval General Court Martial reassembled at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday, and tho cyi- 
dence of Lieutenant Daniels against Commander 
Walke was completed.

Important from Washington—Final Ac- 
tion of the Peace Congress 

The Peace Convention, which has been in 
session ince the fourth day of February, has 
at last adjourned, but got, however, before ac- 
complishing the initial Object for which it was 
called together, It has ogreed upon the plan 
of settlement published in the Henatp of yes- 
lerday morning, and which we republish this 
morning, 80 that-the people can understand the 
question a8 it is now presented to them. 

‘The firstarticle, which relates to the rights of 
the people to the Territories, was adopted by a 
close vote of nine to eight, four States, inclnd- 
ing New York, not voting. All the other ar- 
ticles wore ogreed to by a vote of sixteen to 
eight. ‘The proposition in its present amended 
condition, and as ndopted by the Convention, 
is a componnd of the Guthrie and Crittenden 
plans of adjustment, and embracing many of 
the best features of each. 

The first section proyidea that slavery shall 
be excluded from all territory north of the pa- 
rallel of thirty-six degrees thirty minutes of 
north latitude, while south of that line no 
change thall be made in the condition of 
Pereons held to seryice or labor. It also pro- 
vides that there ehall be no interference on the 
Part of Congress or the Territorial Logislature 
with the right to take slaves into such terri- 
tory. When territory north or south of tho 
prescribed line, and \within the boundaries 
fixed by Congress, shall contain a population 
equal to that required for 4 member of Cone 
gress, iLeball be admitted into the Union, with 
or without involuntary cervitude, as its consti 
tution may provide, 

‘The second section is to the effect that no 
territory shall be acquired, except by dis 
covery, for naval and commercial purposes, 
‘&c,, Without the concurrence of a majority of 
all the Senators from the slave States and a 
majority of those from the free States. In the 
case of all territory acquired by treaty a ma- 
jorily of the Senators from each class of States 
is required a5 a part of the two-thirds majority 
necessory for its ratification. 

The third seotion seoures the right of transit 


with slaves from any State or Territory to any 
Stateor Territory where slavery exists. This 
right, however, does not include that of transit 
through any State or Territory which dissents 
therefrom. 

By this section Congress I» prohibited from 
interfering with elavery—either {o regulats, 
abolish or control—in any Siaie or Territory in 
which it is legally recognizes. ‘This prohibl- 
tion also applies in the case of ib. istrict of 
Columbia, unless with the cocsent of Maryland 
and the osners. The eale of alayesin the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or their introdiuotlon into it, 
to be afterwards transferred (o olher pisces for 
sale, is likewise prohibited. 

‘The fourth section provides szelnst the mis- 
construction of thut part of the constitution 
which refers to the delivery of fugitive slaves 
through due proccss of Law. 

‘The fifth is an unconditional probibition of 
the Africon slave trade. 

‘Tho sixth provides that sections’ one, three 
and five of this proposition, and the third para- 
graph of the second section of the firat article 
of the constitution, and the third paragraph of 
tho second section of the fourth article thereof, 
shall not be amended or abolished without the 
conzeat of ull the Stetes, 

By tho ceyonth and last ecction provision is 
made for compensatiou in all cass where fu- 
gitive slaves are rescued by violence. 

‘The foregoing form the basis of sottlement 
thus presented by (he Peuce Convention, and 
after ils adoption, that body being seized with 
a alroug and Inudable desire to. finish their 
work at once, had two copies exytoased be- 
tween twelye o’olock, the hour of its passage, 
und tyro o’clock, and sent one to thi President 
of the Senate and the otherto tho Speaker of 
the Honse of Representatives. These copies 
were immediately submitted to both houges, 
and the Senate appointed a special committee 
to report at one o'clock to-day. 

What is the next regular movement in this 
question? It is for Congress to adopt this plan 
of adjustment by a vote of two-thirds of both 
houses, in order to give it the requited autho- 
rity, so that it can bo presented to the 
people in accordance vil): article five of the

A conserya~ 
tive programme, conciliatory to the border 
States, may be considered as haying already 
been inaugurated, Whatever mey be the 
final result of the sotion, yesterday, of 
the Peace Convention, Mr. Soward has ovi- 
dently-decided that the republican altraists, 
under the leadership of Feséenden, Hale, Wade, 
‘Sumner and Grecley,shall be thrown overboard, 
and that the two Or three hundred fhousaud 
voices in the North, in favor of casrojon aad | 
inyolving the nation in the horrors of Slee 
shall be henceforth disregarded. Over a anil 
lion Union loving citizens in the States of Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Maryland 
and Delaware, will rally in their places, to the 
support of tho government which will assume 
the reins of power noxt week, and a new party 
will arise out of the ruins of those that will 
have ceased to exist, from which much good 
msy be augured, if its plansare concelyed with 
prudence, sagacity, and'an unflinching, unex- 
ceptional eye to pegco and amity, equally to- 
wards those States of the confederation that 
have seceded, as to all others. 

‘The tone of the articles whfoh began.to ap-

Hence they haye carefally fostered the Peace 
Conferences, and haye looked to the result of 
their proceedings for the germ of a settlement, 
in the course of time of our notional difficulties, 
Should these fail, their policy will not 
be changed. Whatever is asked for by 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Maryland, Ms, Soward, or rather, Mr. 
Lincoln’s administration, is prepared, with due 
show of resistance and a proper coynces of 
expression, substantially to grant, The recent 
elections in the Northern slave States have 
confirmed this determination, and no effort 
will be wanting to consolidate, in an inde- 
structible bond of union, the interests of the 
portions of the confederacy that Bive remafned 
(rue to their allegiance, 

So far this'is well, and whether (he Gritten- 
den amendments to the constitution, the propo- 
sition of Mr, Franklin of Peunsylvania, or evan 
the less satisfactory measure/of Mr. Adams, to 
erect New Mexico and Arizona into Slate, 
and thus:take the questionof slayery-in the 
Territories out of the cogdizsyes of the fede~ 
ral goyeroment, shall forms basis, from which 
negotiation sball begin, it will-mattor little, so 
lopg as a Tesult i ultimately arrived at which 
sball be deemed by the Soythto be fully and 
enlirely adequate to meot he-exigencies‘of the 
preeent crisis. It must he remembered, how- 
ever, that patchwork will not answer; and 
when we hear the professed organs off Mr. 
Seward declaring how yeh or how litte may 
be done without a “sacrifice of principle,” it 
savors strongly of a reura to the Chicago 
platform, and of seeking tp ascomplish aboll- 
Uonist objects, under @ Pieustble disgaise 
‘The schome of Mr, Adams, which Is sald w bo 
highly thought of by «aw fiture Premier, fs 
lnuded by him mainly, because "no risk is iu 
oprred by it of extending slavery.” If this Is 
the proposition to he presented lo the Southern 
States, it may be reasoned from, but can 
peareely be acceptable, as italands, to either 


should havo been pleced under a man so able 
to control them. But he cannot be too careful 
in bis proceedings. Let him trust to time, and 
to time alone, for the rebirth of that Union 
fecling in the seceding States, which is tompora- 
rily destroyed among their leading men. So 
many officers in the army and navy; so many 
Senalors, representatives and federal officers, 
would never have resigned their posts, and 
sacrificed every prospect under the general 
government, unless they had felt gure, at the 
timo they did so, tbat the disseyerment was 
tobe perpetual. To trifle with euch a spirit, 
would be dangerous in tho extreme, To at 
tempt to subdue it, would kindle the flames of 
oivil war within a month; and it would require 
but a short time longer to engender a feeling of 
discontent in the border States, which would 
lend to the overtbrow of what conciliation 
might haye accomplished, and cause them 
to tale part with their old and natural allies of 
the last seventy years. The country is still on 
the verge of a precipice and those who would 
urge the incoming administration to oppressive 
measures, or would even induce it to leave the 
task of conciliation incomplete, are neither 
true friends, nor disinterested in thoir desire 
for tho welfare of tho land. 


Ratner Rernesnixo Toan Oruenwise.—Our 
Albany. correspondent gives a very touching 
desoriptton of e pathetic scene whioh occurred 
in tho State Senate on Monday syening. A 
rural Senator, said to be “ threo eheets in the 
wind,” became very much exercised in his 
mind as to the whereabouts of two of the 
fathers who had deserted the chamber. Finally, 
the Sergeont-nt-Arms wns sent after them, and 
they returned to their seats, When interro- 
gated as to what they had to cay for themselves, 
one of the truants recused the bibulous Sena- 
tor aforesaid of “gassing,” and of heading a 
“nonsensical, gassy and factions opposition.” 
This" irate Senator was excused. The other 
Tecusant was from this city, a shining light in 
the Coal Hole of Tammany beforcits lights were 
all put ont.

of the Solone ac Albany—WILL They 
Give Ce a Charter Commisslont 

Asusual, we fiud oll meaner of bills intro- 
duced and reported by the conztittecs of both 
branches of the State Legislatnre affeoting tho 
rights and interests of the city of NCW York, 
The usual amount of tinkering and patchwork 
seems to be gulug on amongat the small fry 
politiclans inside and outside of the threo Legis 
lative bodles st Albany; for wo have thros 
houses—the third more powerful than the other 
two. It bas been the custom for several years 
past for the jobbers, peoulators and placo 
seekers of ourclly, a3 soon as thoy are do- 
feated in their projects here, to resort to Albany, 
and there crowd through bills whiob, if rightly 
named, would read, “An act to place John Doe 
or Ricburd Roe in office,” 

Arriving at the State capital, these philoso- 
phers, whetber emanating from Tammany or 
the republican camp, place themsolyes under 
the protection of Thurlow Weed, the king of 
tho third house, and commence at once to work 
upon the sympathies of the rural membors by 
expatinting upon their suiferings, urising from 
being “left out in the cold.” By exercising 
agreat deal of ouergy in this line, alded by an 
application of more substantial reasons, they 
have succeeded in turning our city affairs 
upside down, until everything is at loose onds 
in almost every “branch of our éity govern- 
ment, the citizens daily plundered and loft at 
the meroy of the maranding bunds that infest 
the City Hall. If we happen to have an honest 
official in one department, a desperate and 
combined effort is made to dofuat all of his 
attempts to bring order out of cbnos; ifit oan 
be done in no other way they start for Albany 
‘Thus far during the present session we havo 
escaped any very serious damage from that 
quarter; for which let us be thankful. 

From yarlous symptoms this quiet is but the 
lull before the storm; and the last balf of 
tho session promises to be fully equal to 
its illustrious predecessors. There ore now o 
ecore or more bills relating to our city, in the 
shape of amendments to our charter, remo- 
delling the several courts, &c., ull of which 
should be summarily disposed of. There is 
only one bill among them all thot Is uceded or 
asked for by majority of the citizens, and 
that is the Dill introduced by Mr. Ar- 
cularius, to appoint seven Commissionors 
(o prepare acharter to be submitted to the peo- 
ple for their approval. If the rural mombers 
have any compassion upon us, qnd wish to atone 
for their past sins and raids upon the rights of 
New York, they will immediately take hold of 
that bill, and perfect it by striking out some of 
the politicians by trade now enumerated there- 
in, and ingerting tho names of practical and 
substantial men, and then pass it at the very 
earliest moment. 

A change in our present charteris absolutely 
necessary for an honest and wholesome govern- 
ment; but we want no more of the piecemeal 
patchwork so long prevalent at Albany; neither 
do we desire tho Legislature to frame and onact 
acharter; we ask for that privilege ourselves, 
through a highminded and trnstorthy com- 
mission, such as the Legislature can give us if 
they will turn o deaf ear to the rogular mem- 
bers of the third house, who are interested in 
keeping this an open question to feather theit 
own nest. If our lawmakers assembled 
at Albany wish to earn for themselyes o 
good name they will not listen to the ap- 
pesls to transfer the Burean of Assess- 
ments, Oity Chamberlain and other fut 
jobs to the finance départment, but give us 
‘nresponsible commission, and let the cite 
of New York take cnte of thesa pocllators by 
overhauling the whole structure, razing it to 
its very foundation, and erecting thereon ot 
least the framework for a more vellable, honest 
and ecient city government. 

We could point out several instances whore 
our charter needs remodelling; but it would 
be impossible to make those changes effvctual 
without an entire new charter—no plecework 
will answer our present condition. All tbat ts 
asked from the bands of the Legislature is to 
be legally enpowered to tear down the present 
decayed, dilapidated und rotten concera, and 
to ereot a new one in its pluce. Will those as 
sembled at Albany a8 lnwmakera grant us 
that much? ‘The Legislature for several years 
past hos been helping those engaged at rob- 
bing the oity treasury to thrust their hnnds still 
deeper, and we have been constantly going on 
from bad to worse, For the sake of a change in 
the programme we trust (hat this body will do 
something to help the honest portion of the 
community to cleanse the Augean stables and 
inaugurate a new order of things in our city.

UISTORY OP THE TARIFF SYSTEM IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The cep Interest felt amorg the manufa:taring and 
‘commercial clasees of our citizens in view of tbe passage 
of the bill recorstrocting the tariff Induces us to taro, 
Backwards to the inception of cur gencral gorernment, 
and run rapidly over the intervening periods, taking a 
Dirdeeyo view of tho changes which have taken placo in 
this all important feataro in tho method devised by the 
fathers of the republic to sustain tho frances of the na- 
ion. It will nol cecapo the cbservation af any ono fam!- 
ar with the history of the government that the revenue 
resources at the first and at tho prozent aro widely dif- 
ferent. The small and frogal population of the early days 
of the republic has swollen to the macs of more than 
thirty millions; commerce, then Insigoificant, bas grown, 
mighty in dlmensions, and row {ts roarize (8 cooxtensivo 
wlth tho riverg and seas of tho wholo globo, the richly 
Jaden argesies of the merchantman vexing all avigable 
waters; and manufactures, ecaresly ap Item {nthe great 
account then opened with tho Inhabitants of the land, 
havo como to bo an averwbelming Interest, to eay no- 
thing of sgricalturo and other parsuits of tho people 
Nothing, perhaps, bas puzzled statesmen moro than the 
adjostment of the tariff, so that It should bold Ia proper 
equipolse tho interesis of all classes of the community 
amidst the ever ehifting and widening currents of popu- 
lar opinions and governmental neceeslty. 

‘Thero !s nothing remarkablo in ths history of tho times 
or in tho circumstance connected with tho pasaago of tho 
carlieat lays regulating the customs, and hence It may 
bbe woll to pass without dwelling upon the TarliT act of 

1190. We proceed, therefore, to tbo 
TARIEP OF 1816.

Futore generations will cok baek on tho olrugelea of 
1852.and 1801 with great Lnterest. In tho former year 
Ibo Southern States commenced a movement whieh, 
though fur a timo stopped by the Preaident of the nation, 
was not cruebed out, Tho {habitants of South Carolina 
coveldered themeclves aggrioyed by tho ncta of Congress, 
‘and cought redreea by nullidcation. The action of Jack- 
con Ls well understocd by erery American, and it Is only 
to be regretted that tho blow then given to tho movement 
twas not a Gnal one. But, ag much az we deplore it, tne 
fact remains, {hat tho resiatiog or eecession spirit’ was 
ccnly checked? not subdued. Jike tho re In tho hieart of 
the volcano, (t had only slumbered to burst forth with 
‘brillant light and destructive force in this year of our 
Tord 1801. 

‘The seasion of Congress held In 1632 waa ono of tho 
meat stormy on record, The messurca brought up for 
Mts consideration were among tho greatest co which 
Congress has over been called to decide. The most im- 

tant smong thesowero the renewal of the National 

‘ok charter and tho ooptinnance of the protectivo 8; 
em, Those two great questions wero brought up om the 
camo day (tho 01h of Janoary), the latter bolog submit- 
ted by Henry Clay, who deligefed a threo daya’ spocch 
on tho subject. It'woulil be interesting and instructive

year 1824, Dut now twas as prosperous as It was then 
jepresaed—a fact which he ascribed tothe working of 
tho Tariff bill of that year.

6, That the constant tendency of the system, by croat- 
{og competition stong ourselves and between’ American 
and Europsan industry, reciprocally scting upon cach 
other, {s to reduco the prices of manufacturing objects, 

7, That in polnt of fact objects within the ecope of {he 
Polley of protection havo greatly fallen in price, 

8. That If in ascason of poace these benedts aro expe- 
poriencod, in necagon of war, when the foreign supply 
ilebt bo ‘Cut of, thoy yrould be mach more extonalyely 
elt, 

9. And, ually, that tho eubstlation of the Belish 
colonial aystem for Yho American system, without beno- 
Gtting any fection of ‘the Union, by subjecting us to 
forelgn legislation, regulated by foreign interests, would 
lead to preatration of our manufactures, genefal Im- 
Poverishment and ultimate rain, 
gQt0 Bill pugeed, and precipitated the Southern royolo- 

lon. 

Mr, Hayne delivered a great sposch on the crisis, tn 
which bo Lesought those having (ho power to stay 'tho 
rovolation then inaugurated,ito act Ina spirit. of concss. 
sion, and nob fores the South ont of the Unicn by acts of 
aggression. “Ife forcibly showed tho seriousnean f the 
fecling In bis section, and appealed to all lo restore har- 
mony to the nation. 


TARIFFS OF 1842 AND 18k6. 

Tho tariff of 1842, like those preceding It, was a pro: 
fective tarlf. Tes high duties were rapidly suballtuting 
domestic artictes and oxcinding foreign; consequently 
the reyer ne must decline. Tho result of proiection, ac- 
cording to Roblert J, Walker, must be the anolhilation of 
the forolgn import trade of the country, £0 far as ra- 
ards protected products. With the exclusion or dining. 
on of Imporls the exparts must couso or be reduced, 
for Foreign natlons could Jot buy thom. Tho bill of 154 
was opbela by the whilg party, nnd avo uo satisfaction 
to tho South. "Tie excessive and probibltory duties bad a 
tendexcy to annihilate Impporta and revenue, and produce 
a reaetion fatal to tho protectie pallcy. 

‘Tho first attempt at Its revision was made in 1644, at 
tho firet session of the Twenty-clghth Congrozs. A bill 
relatiug to St was reported by Gen, McKay, of North Cx. 
rolinn, chalrman of the Committee an. Way'e ead Mfcane, 
nd discussed [n Commltteo of the Whole on the State of 
The Unfon. It was reported back to the House, aud 
there lald on tbe table. Ou the 14th day of April, 1816, 
the now TurlfTbill was reported to tho Houze. Ik was a 
emceratic measure, and was consequently oppz2ed by 
Sho whige, It porecd the Houro by a majority of 19, 

‘On6 of the most Important questtous arisiog at tho 
Une war whether a tax aboold bo levied on fea acd. cof- 
fea, ‘This was etrongly and consistently opposed by Lang 
Jobn Wentworth, who bas figured for many years iff tho 
politica of Winols. In December, 1846, Robt. J. Walker 
Recrolary of tho Trearury, recommended a tix of twen- 
15-fiye per cant on tea and coifee. He sald:—"It is impor. 
tant at all times, as shown by uniform experience, but 
especlally in a ‘period of war, to Keep a balance of at 
Teast four milous of dollare in the treasury, in order to 
supply the miptand branch mits with bullion for coln- 
‘age and foreign coin for recolnsgo, a3 also to bo enabled 
tall times to pay the pubilo creditors at every point, 
both in and out of the country, with panctuality and dea’ 
fateh. As ono of the moans of aogameuting the rovencg 
itis proposed that Congress eball authorize a daty of 
(wenty-llve per cent on tea and ooffve.”” Ths recom. 
mendation was of uo arall, Howayer, as the tax was not 
levied. 

The tari question cxorted a great inficenco on the 
clcetlen of 1846, apd {twas the opioion of Wentworth 
‘that if Clay bad'been tn favor of Troe tes and colfes, and 
Polk agaliet i, the election woatd Eava rercited in favor 
of Cay. 

Tuo objection of the whig party to the bill of 1848 was, 
that Iechanged the principio on. whlen datiea bad boca 
gellected from the Grit sear of tho government to that 
ime.
